CBS.TV GIVES ':KHANP

The CBS television network an- 
nounced last week that“Khanl!” 
_the new crime series about a pri- 
vate detective in San Francisco 
Chinatown，has been cancelled. 
The last episode to be shown will 
be this Friday might，Eebruary 
28，at 8 p.m，， (see Program 
Notes). 

No reason was given for the 
cancellation，but the ratings for 
the first two episodes, February 7 
and 14，were abysmally low and 
the television critics had slaugh- 


tered the series in their reviews.

rage by declaring that the Chi- 
nese” Were “unassimilable” and 
ignorant of the solemnity of an 
oath.， He recommended Chinese 
exclusion and heavy punitive 
taxes for the Chinese. Similarly， 
Governor Leland Stanford in his 
inaugural address _ declared， 
“There can be no doubt but that 
the presence of numbers among 
us of a degraded and distinct 


people must exercise a deleteri- 


ous influence upon the Superior 
race，and，to' acertain extent， 
repel desirable immigration. 
Five years later，he was instru- 
mental in recruiting 15,000 Chi- 
nese for the construction of hls 
transcontinental Trailroad. Gov，. 
Henry Haight，in his inaugural 
address in 1867, stressed the dis- 
astrous results of allowing Ne- 
groes and Chinese free participa- 
tion in the electoral process and 
Sovernment.

American Banks Provide 
Huge Loantfo Taiwan 


TAIPEI 一 The Continental Bank 
of the United States has an- 
nounced the completion of a 
US8$200 million loan to the China 
Steel Corp. in Kaohsiung，south- 
ern Taiwan. 

A glopbal consortium of 14 com- 
mercial banks supplied $80 mil- 
lion of the credit, and U.S. trade 
financing agencies provided $120 
million . 

Continental Bank, which serves 
as agent, said the agreement waS 
finalized by the signing in ChHi- 
cago February 3 of a 8$40 million 
Eurodollar term loan granted by 
the commercial banks which sup- 
plement another credit of $40 
million with the U.S， 玉 xport- 
- Import Bankand a private export 
funding corporation arranged in 

_January this year. 


$40 million from a Private ex- 
port fundingrcorporation and $80 
millign from the 也 xport-Import 
Bank completed the $200 million 
credit. These amounts have been 
earmarked for the purchase of 
U.S. goods and services for the 
steel mill construction Project. 

The $80 maillion loans syndi- 
cated by the_ commercial banks 
were arranged by Chase Manhat- 
tan，Chemical Bank，and Conti- 
nental Bank，and co-managed by 
the Bank of New York，Crocker 
National Bank,， and Toronto Do- 
minion Bank. 

The China Steel Corp. project 
has a total cost of $790 million. 世 
is one of the ten Basic Construc- 
tion Projects being carried out on 
Taiwan. 


TrialsSsef For 
QuailandTom Case 


Quailand Tom will go on trial in 
U.S. District Court on March 31 
on charges of embezzling $598,- 
000 from the Chinatown branch 
of San Francisco Federal Savings 
and Loan Association，according 
to the S$S.F. Chronicle.. 

U.S. District Judge William 互 . 
Orrick set the date February 19 
and also ordered a court-appoint- 
ed psychiatric_ examination for 
Tom， Orrick- denied a govern- 
ment motion that the psychiatric 
examination take place at the 
federal correctional institute at 
Springfield, Mo. 

SUIT 

Meanwhile, San Francisco Fed- 
eral Savings and Loan has filed a 
$636,000 suit in Superior Court 
against Tom. The suit seeks the

Non-preference Quofa 
For Immigranfs Opens

According to the visa bulletin is- 
Sued by the United states Depart- 
ment of State，the quota for non- 
Preference for China is open for the 
month of February. Any alien who 
qualifies to immigrate to :the United 
States as non-preference immigrant 
should apply now since the quota 
may be closed soon. 


Who qualifties as non-preference 
immigrants? Under Section 203(1) 
of the Immigration and Nationality 
Act，aliens born in the Eastern 
Hemisphere countries are classified 
into seven preference _ categories: 
(1) unmarried sons ofr daughters of 
U.S. citizens;i (2) spouses，uUnmar- 
ried Sons or daughters of aliens law- 


fully admitted ,for permanent resi- 


dence; (3) professionals (4) married 
sons or daughters of U.S. citizens; 
(3S) brothers or sisters of U.9. citi- 
Zens; (0) skilled or unskilled labor- 
ers; and (7) conditional entrants 
(refugees), 
STATUS 

Unless the aliens belong to one of 
the above seven groups they will not 
be able to obtain preference immi-

grant status，However，under Sec- 
tion 203(aX8) of the act，any num- 
bers not used for the seven prefer- 
ences may be issued to other quali- 
fed immigrants. Therefore，under 
certain circumstances, aliens who do 
not qualify for the preferences may 
still be able to _ obtain immigrant 
status. These aliens include parents 
of permanent residents，grandpar- 
ents，Uncles，aunts，in-laws，8grand- 
children, brothers and sisters of per- 
manent residents，and other afiens 
with family relationship， Further- 
more, 让 the 3rd and 6th Preference 
quotas are Used upP, aliens belonging 
to _ these two _ preferences may also 
benefit from the unused quota from 
other preferences， These are the so- 
called “non-preference Immi- 
grants.” 

Although these aliens can obtain 
immigrant status, this is not to Say 
that permanent tresidents are en- 


titled to petition ftor them. The ex- 
isting immigration law still does not 
permiit permanent resident aliens to 
petition for parents，brothers and 
Sistefs as breference immigrants. 


CONDIIION 

There is a condition attached to 
anymnon-preference application. Any 
non-preference immigrant who 
must engage in empPloyment after 
artiving in the United States must 
first obtain approval from the U.s， 
Labor Department in the form of a 
labor certification。， TIhis document 
will certify that there are insu 伍 cient 
workers in the United States to Per- 
form the work that the non-prefer- 
ence immigrants are hired to do. It 
will also certify that the alien's worK 
would not have adverse effect on the 
job market,，wages and working con- 
ditions in the-United States. 


The following aliens are exempted 
from the labor certification require- 
ment: (1) Those aliens do not intend 
to seek or do not need employment; 
(2) those aliens who enter the 
United States ftor the Purpose of in- 
vesting in 3a business. 


SUPPORT 

(1) Earary AMoemtpers Those ali- 
ens who have the means of living 
support without resorting to_ em- 
ployment may obtain inimigrant 
status under the non-preference 
category. They do not-need labor 
certification. Those aliens who can 
beneht are generally those who are 
too old to work or those who have 
incomes and do not need Or expect 
to work. The majority of these aliens 
areelderlyparents of lawftul resident 
aliens. However, other elderly family 
members are also qualifed. 


Acceptable evidence of adequate 
living Support includes af 人 davits of 
Support，bank letters，and any evi- 
dence of financial wealth. The a 生 - 
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USE ASSOCIATION FUNDS SENSIBLY 


In most American cities where Chinese reside， this is the 
season the rounds of spring banquets begin. 

For the many associations，family，regional，or fraternal， 
the spring banquet is one of the most important events of the 
year. This is the time when members of the association Will 
come together, family and friends will be entertained，neWw 
officers will be introduced, and if there is timne，business will 
be conducted. Some of these banquets are free to members. 
Some require a mere token fee for tickets: In large China- 
towns such as San Francisco，many restaurants are booked 
up on the weekends by the associations to hold spring 
banquets up through April or May. It is not Surprising for 
many people in the community to recelive ten，twenty or 
thirty invitations to attend these banquets. 

No one has come up with statistics on the spring banquets 
as yet. But we would not be surprised 让 hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars each year are spent on these festivities. 
True，much of the funds spent is so-called “association 
money” which consists of property income and donations 
位 om friends and members. Many probably have the feeling 
that 让 is better to eat up this money than to see 让 slow]y 
dwindle away. The widespread distrust of office holders con- 
tributes to the approval of such extravagance in Spring ban- 
quets . 

We do not contest the popular sentiment of sharing the 
association's income through banquets. Nor are we against 
the once-a-year get-together which enhances friendship and 
fellowship. But we do question whether this is the best way 
to spend public funds. With the nation undergoing a finan- 
cial_ crisis，the rise in unemployment rates，and the com- 
pounding of community problems，many families could_ use 
some food money, and students tuition . 

We urge leaders of the associations to devise plans to con- 
tribute some public funds to needy families and to create 
scholarship funds for students. The banquets can and should 
be economized. Outsiders who attend our banquets would 
never believe that this is a community in need. It is time for 
us to use association funds sensibly.

China's claims to Mongolia were abandoned only by mutual agree- 
ment after Mao Tse-tung came to power. Within _ living memoryy 
the last _ significant population movement southwards by the 
Chinese people led to new Chinese-speaking settlements in north- 
ern Thailand. .. .

Since 1955，Peking has sought to disengage the Chinese GoverIn- 
ment from its traditional ties with the Overseas Chinese. This bid 
led to the compulsory declaration of Chinese in South Vietnam as 


citizens of Saigon，whatever their personal preferences. Peking pro-， 


tested in a subdued tone，but has come to accept the situation 
without rancor. The treaty with Indonesia to permit ethnic Chinese 
to opt to sever all ties with China and become Indonesian citizens 
was drowned in the bloodbath which followed the abortive 1965 
communist coup. Filipino nationalism has done nothing except in- 
crease corruption among Manila's immigration officials. The one 
dramatic change was the far-sighted Malaysian decision iD 1974 to 
include a mutually acceptable solution to the status of Overseas 
Chinese in the agreement with China on an exchange of ambassa- 
dors and the normalization of Sino-Malaysian relations. Peking has 
responded by instructing its organizations to abandon as far as 
possible all references to Overseas Chinese. The moral seems ob- 
vious. For every indication，such as that given by Malaysia，of 
Asian willingness to end the anomalous position of ethnic Chinese， 
Peking will respond with significant gestures of China's readiness 


to renounce all claims on the sentiments of these communities.

Peking is a relatively drab-looking city，interspersed by magnifi- 
cent structures、 Its drabness is mitigated by huge numbers of 
people and bicycles,， interspersed by a steady stream of vehicles of 
“one kind or another，to say nothing of large stacks of Vegetables 
piled against walls everywhere.

When Christina Chen atrived as 
an immigrant to live in San Fran- 
cisco eleven years ago, She certainly 
wouldn't have thought of one day 
becoming the director of the China- 
town-North Beach Family Planning 
Service. She has been on the job 
since 1973 and loving it. 

But it didn't come easy as she re- 
counted the changes she had to go 
through before she could answer her 
calling as a social worker committed 
to serving the commtinity. Born im 
China -and raised in Macao，she 
lived“a very mundane sort of life 
style” during her early years in 
America，Chen said. 

She was living (and still does) in 
the Richmond district and was 8go- 
ing to school at the City College of 
San Francisco，She described her 
former self as having no social 
wareness whatsoever. Her concerns 
then were simply“to dress Pretty， 
study hard and get good grades, and 
in the weekends, go to parties.” She 
looked ahead to nothing more in life 
other than getting married some day 
and moving into the Suburbs. 


TRADITIONAL 

In many ways her UPbringing was 
very traditional, Chen said. She had 
no ambitions beside trying to fulfill 
her role as a good daughter in a 
family of three boys and three girls.

GROWING UP 
IN CHINATOWN

*At the time of my graduation from high school in 1921, the Secre- 
tary at the Chinese YMCA was Mr. Shao Chang Lee，whom I con- 
sidered a friend and mentor. He and Dr. Richard Perkins at the 
Central Y offered me a Boys Work Internship at the Central Y and 
tuition-free study at the Secretarial School there, the forerunner of 
the Golden Gate College. But my grooming as a Boys Work Secre- 
tary Was Short-lived, for Mr. Lee left the Y for a professorship at the 
University of Hawaii. :

TI was an active youth at the Chinese Methodist Church，and Dr. 
George 工 . Pearson, then Superintendent of the Methodist Mission， 
urged me to go to college. He particularly recommended College of 
the Pacific，a Methodist institution at San Jose. I was informed by 
him that by registering as a pre-ministerial student Imy tuition was 
automatically cut in half，and thereupon he appointed me assistant 
pastor at the Chinese Mission in San Jose under the Rev. Chan Sing 
Kai, serving there in 1923-24. In 1925 the College was relocated in 
Stockton,， and I was appointed pastor of the Stockton Chinese Mis- 
sion, then without a pastor, and served there in 1925-26. 

世 was hard going for me in mid-eollege when my father died ip 
1924.， What little supplemental allowance I had from home for 
Schooling was no longer available， Consequently,:I worked after 
school at any job I could find 一 houseboy,，waiter, janitor, or elevator 
operator. Every Summer while I was in college,，I worked in the 
jettuce fields in Watsonville. After my graduation in 1926, TI came to 
the University of California at Berkeley，and received my M.A. in 
political economy in 1927. Even at UC doing postgraduate study,，I 
worked as a family cook for 8$f a day, thankful for the job that gave 
Ime room and board. In those days，we poorer students Were un- 
daunted by arcumstances. Many students worked their way through 
college.
